IEYOND the great prairies and 
in the shadow of the Rockies 
lie the foothills.

I4red ap­ 
peared a t the w olf hunts in riding 
breeches and top boots, with hunting 
crop and English saddle, while In all 
the appointments of the house the cus­ 
toms of the Eng lish home were ob 
served. It wa s ch aracteristic, however, 
of western life that h is two cowboys, 
111 Kendal and Bronco Bill, felt them ­ 
selves quite his social equals, though in 
the presence of his beautiful, sta tely j 
w ife they confessed that they “ rather ( 
weakened.” 
Ashley was a thoroughly . 


little animal, with more w hite in his 
eye than I cart'd to sett.

to make up the romance of life. Among 
them are to be found the most enter­ 
prising. the most daring, of the peoples 
of the old lands. The broken, the out­ 
ca st, the disappointed—these too have 
found their way to the ranches among 
the foothills. 
A country it is whose 
sunlit hills and shaded va lleys reflect 
them selves in the lives of its people, 
for nowhere are the contrasts of light 
and shade more vividly seen than in 
the homes of the ranchmen of the Ai- 
bertus. 
The experiences of my life have con­ 
firmed in me the orthodox conviction 
tha t Providence sends his rain upon 
the evil as upon the good; else 1 should 
never have set my eyes upon the foot­ 
hill country, nor touched its fa scina ting 
life, nor come to know and love the 
m ost striking man of all tliat group of 
striking men of the foothill country 
the dear-old Pilot, as we came to call 
him long a fterward. 
My first year in 
colleg e closed In gloom. 
My guardian 
w a s in despair. 
From this distance 
of years 1 pity him. Then I considered 
I)im unnecessarily concerned about me 
—“ a fussy old hen," as one of the boys 
sug g ested. 
The invitation from Jack 
Ba le, a dista nt cousin, to spend a sum­ 
mer with him on his ranch in south 
Alberta came iu the nick of time, 
w a s wild to go. My guardian hesitated 
long, hut no other solution of the prob­ 
lem of my disposal offering, he finally 
agreed tha t I could not well get into 
more trouble by going than by staying.

First, its membership was extended to 
include “ approved colonials,” such as 
Jack Dale and “ others ot kindred spir­ 
it,” under which head, 1 suppose, the 
two cowboys from the Ashley ranch, 
III Kendal and Bronco B ill—no one 
knew and no one asked his other 
name—were admitted.

meantime tha t he w a s forced to cry 
aloud in agony for mercy. Then it w a s 
tha t the Duke broke into a light laugh 
and. touching the kneeling Frenchman 
on his cheek with Ins finger tips, said: 
“ Look here, my man. you shouldn’t 
play the g a m e till you know how to do 
it and with whom you play. 
1 hen. 
handing him back the money he added: 
“ I want money, hut not yours. 
1 hcu, 
as he sa t looking a t the unfortunate 
wretch dividing his attention between 
bis money and his bleeding fingers, lie 
once more broke into a g entle laugh 
that w a s not good to hear. 
The Duke wa s by all odds the most

Hence the most is made of the culti­ 
v ation of flowers. It is the aim to 
nev e a grand floral fete once a month 
an the year round. I t begins in tbe 
spring with the plum blossoms: then 
come the cherry blossoms, later in tbe 
year the iris, the wistaria and other 
1 Jwers and in the fall the chrysan­ 
themum. 
These were among 
the 
principal flowers that he enumerated, 
but they were not all of them. Con­ 
siderable stress was laid on the grand 
Si owinga of cherry blossoms, and a 
number of pictures illustrating these 
showings were displayed. He did not
